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Standing Rules 



1. The District Steward, the Recording Steward and the Lay 
Leaders of each charge are ex-officio members of the District 
Conference. Besides these, each charge is entitled to four dele- 
gates. 

2. The Presiding Elders are a standing committee to nomi- 
nate all the boards and regular standing committes at each ses- 
sion of the Conference. 

3. The Presiding Elders are required by Conference resolu- 
tions to send to the Secretary of the Conference, immediately 
after the meeting of their respective boards of District Stewards, 
a copy of the assessments made on each charge, and these as- 
sessments are to be recorded by the Secretary as the official 
assessment against the several charges of the Conference. 

4. The Presiding Elder of each district shall appoint an edi- 
tor of the statistical reports of his district, whose duty it shall 
be to collect all the statistical reports from the preachers in 
charge within the district and see that they are correctly made 
out. And when the District Editors shall have collected and 
edited these reports, they shall turn them over to the Statistical 
Secretary of the Conference, during the first day of the Confer- 
ence session. 

5. The Chairman of Committee on Admissions shall make 
written report to be filed with the Secretary of the Conference, 
concerning each one admitted into the Conference. This re- 
port shall embrace: Full name; name of parents; date and place 
of birth, conversion and license to preach; date of marriage; 
name of wife, and such other facts of his life as may be deemed 
important. 

6. The appointment of any member of the Conference to the 
presiding eldership shall automatically vacate his membership 
on any of the quadrennial Boards or Examining Committees to 
take effect at the opening of the ensuing session. 

7. No assessment or collection shall be placed upon the 
Church by this Conference until the Board of Adjustment shall 
have recommended an aggregate amount for all assessments and 
the amount for said assessment or collection. 

8. The Board of Adjustments shall not be authorized to offer 

to the Annual Conference any new or special assessments to be 
levied upon the churches, unless such new and special assess- 
ments shall comply with the following requirements: First, 

it must be for an object or enterprise either owned by the M. 
E. Church, South, or one over which this Conference has full 
and sole control. Second, it must provide for the perfect execu- 
tion of the funds so intrusted to the Conference and for a re- 
port at the next Annual Conference showing in detail that the 
trust had been executed and how.

The Central Texas Conference of the Methodist Episcopal

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In Memoriam 



RICHARD WATSON WELLBORN. 

Richard Watson Wellborn was bom August 20, 1850, in Ala- 
bama. His father’s family came to Comanche County, Texas, 
while he was quite a lad. He professed faith in Christ at the 
age of eighteen years and with joy consecrated his whole life 
to His service. Immediately he united with the Methodist 
Episcopal Church South. At the time of his death, January 
28, 1917, at Novice, Texas, he was sixty-six years, five months, 
and eight days old. 

Forty-three years ago he was happily married to Miss Matilda 
Jane Creamer. Unto this union eleven children were born, 
seven of whom together with their mother survive him and 
mourn an irreparable loss. The children surviving him are 
James William, Mrs. Julia Elizabeth Cross, Richard Stockton, 
Mrs. Stella Samantha Gilbreath, Clark Cornelius, Lena Edna 
and Joseph. 

It was impossible to find the date when he was licensed to 
preach. He was admitted on trial into the Northwest Texas 
conference in 1881. Was admitted into full connection in 1883 
and ordained a deacon by Bishop H. N. McTyeire. Bishop A. 
W. Wilson ordained him an ejder in 1887. He served the fol- 
lowing charges all in the Brownwood District: Bibb Mission, 
three years; William’s Ranch Mission, two years; Pecan Mis- 
sion, one year; Center City Mission, two years; Round Mountain 
Mission, two years; May Circuit, one year; Glencove Circuit, 
two years and Cottonwood Circuit, one year. 

In 1894 he was given the Supernumerary relation and in 
1895 he was granted the Superannuate relation. This rela- 
tion he sustained with all integrity and honor to the time of 
his death. 

A Priest was he in his own household. The family asked 
that this writer should speak in the funeral service of the de- 
lightful family worship he conducted from day to day. His wife 
and children thought him to be the best Christian man in the 
world. As a father and a husband he was passionately loved by 
his family, while his own heart knew no boundary of love for 
them. 

Brother Wellborn was a preacher of heroic Christian charac- 
ter and of simple faith. The Bible was a living message to 
him and his memory was like a storehouse well filled with its 
great truths. Like Abraham, he was the friend of God. The 
honor of the church was as sacred to him as his own honor. 
Never did he appear to better advantage than when preaching 
the doctrines of his church and he was strong in the defense 
of righteousness. In a very definite way hs believed Jesus 
Christ to be the divine Son of God. To him His voice was 
music. His words the philosophy of life, and the story of 
His love the everlasting romance of a prosaic word. His last 
breath was burdened with His name. 

“God may have other words for other worlds, 

But for this world the word of God is Christ.” 

He loved men and passionately urged them to an acceptance 
of Christ. A service that did not lead some one to the know- 
ledge of Christ as a personal Saviour was deemed by him to 
have failed in its first duty. 
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“So exquisitely delicate in its poise is the moral nature of 
man that trifled with, it is capable of indefinite stultifica- 
tion; properly guarded and obeyed, it gives authentic tidings 
of a life beyond the stars.” . 

Richard Watson Wellborn in his young manhood made choice 
of the higher life and of the royal way and so invested his 
long life. Consider what this means — the transfiguration of 
life into a scene grand beyond all poet — thinking to conceive; 
< delicate beyond all human tenderness; lovely beyond all human 

dream. It suggests that we are in the hands of One who is 
ever uttering himself in all the noble graces of Christian man- 
hood and womanhood. Surely this is holy ground on which we 
tread, an enchanted world in which no one should live an unlovely 
life, and none need fear to die. When Love hath told its story, 
we have assurance doubly sure that those who have vanished 
from our side have gone into the keeping of a Love greater 
than we can know — a Love that hath within it the secret of 
unknown redemptions. 

The last time I saw Brother Wellborn he was feeble in body 
but the light of the eventide was bright on his brow and the 
hope of his heart was glad. I am sure we have not said ever- 
lasting farewells. SAM G. THOMPSON. 




REV. GEORGE F. CAMPBELL. 

Rev. George F. Campbell was born in Hopkinsville, Ky., 
June 11, 1870. He was a son of Dr. A. P. and Fannie Ellis 
Campbell. His mother was a lineal descendant of Rev. Ira 
Ellis a member of the famous Christmas Conference of 1784, 
and a noted itinerant of Virginia and Kentucky. His parents 
were godly folk and devoted Methodists. He was educated in 
the public schools of Hopkinsville, South Kentucky College, and 
Vanderbilt University. He joined the Louisville Conference in 
1892 and was a most successful preacher and organizer. This 
data was given me by Dr. Frank M. Thomas, pastor of Fourth 
Avenue Methodist Church, Louisville, Kentucky, who adds that 
he was “big hearted, few men had more friends. He was 
by nature religious, though gifted with a humorous spirit 
He had a touch of religious genius, doubtless inherited. I was 
fond of him personally and pained to hear of his death. For 
four years he was stationed here at West Broadway, Louis- 
ville, where he did a remarkable work.” Bro. Campbell died 
in the parsonage at Dublin at 5:45 o’clock a. m. August 28, 1917. 
He was in the second year of his Pastorate here. He was 47 
years old. I have not been able to secure data of his early 
ministry. He was transferred to the Northwest Texas Con- 
ference from the New Mexico Conference in 1903. He was 
for several years a member of the Louisville Conference. 
During his pastorate at Grandview, he was married to Miss 
Geneva Knight, who with their daughter, Hartell, survive him. 

His first charge in this Conference was Grandview, which 
he served one year. He was then sent to Peach Street, Fort 
Worth, and served this charge one year. His next charge was 
Hubbard City, where he served one year. In 1906 he was 
stationed at Meridian and during his first year enterprised 
and secured the location of Meridian College, which stands 
as a monument to his memory and shows his good management 
in securing a large fund for the establishment of this School.

In 1907 he was appointed President of Meridian College 
and served one year. In 1908 he was stationed at Hamilton 
and served this charge three years. In 1911 he was sent to 
McGregor where he remained three years. In 1914 he was 
sent to Bruceville and Eddy and served one year. In 1915 he 
was sent by Bishop McCoy to Dublin Station which proved to 
be his last order from the militant church and where it pleased 
the Great Head of the Church that he should close his loved 



employe and be transferred to the Church Triumphant. 

The funeral service was conducted by the writer in the Meth- 
odist Church in Dublin, assisted by Rev. Humphrey Lee, Rev. 
Sam G. Thompson and Rev. S. B. Knowles. 

It was very fitting that he should be buried at Meridian, 
where he was so much loved and had done so much for our 



church and had founded Meridian College and where he had 
so many dear friends. At the grave loving tributes were paid 
by Dr. Jno. R. Nelson, Rev. J. A. Whitehurst and Rev. Alonzo 
Monk, Jr. During this service Bro. Campbell was referred to 
as every ones friend and every one his friend. This was a 
fitting tribute that characterized his ministry. The writer has 
been most intimately associated with him for six years and I 
have often said that he was one of the most careful men about 



making any unkind remark about a brother preacher I had 
ever known. He loved the church and his brethren in the 



ministry and all with whom he associated felt that they were 
in the presence of a friend and man of God. 

Bro. Campbell was a painstaking student of the Bible. I 
seldom went to his home in the morning that I did not find 
him with his Bible. He was not a voluminous reader but a 



painstaking student of some of the best books. He had a bright 
and strong intellect and possessed the happy faculty of adapt- 
ing himself to any occasion that might arise when called on for 
an address. At times his sermons and talks fairly sparkled 
with his intellectual brightness. His sermons were of the 
spiritual type, heart searching messages. His sermons were 
brief and well thought out and very scriptural. His faith in 
God was as simple as a child. He was a man of much prayer. 
Many will recall his tender touching prayers for the sick dur- 
ing his pastoral visits. I have never known a pastor who 
concerned himself more about the sick and poor of the town 
and church where he labored. 



I can not close this tribute without saying a few words 
about the devoted wife of Bro. Campbell. Sister Campbell's 
heart and life was devoted to his work. Her constant thought 
ancl prayer was to be to him in every way a real helpmeet. 
How well she filled her place is known everywhere he was 
pastor. When the roll is called up yonder she will have the 
welcome applaudit: “She hath done what she could,” to make 
his life work a success. I have no doubt Bro. Campbell’s life 
was perpetuated several years by the painstaking care she 
gave him. May the church be kind and good to her and the 
daughter, Hartell, and the best blessings of the Father in 
Heaven rest uoon them. 



To our dear brother the end of his active life here has 



come, the battle has been fought, the book of his life is sealed 
but the good he has done will live forever. The kind words 
he has spoken will be cherished by many who have known and 
loved him, heard his sermons and held sweet fellowship with 
him in his home and private life. 
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“And if our fellowship below 
In Jesus is so sweet, 

What heights of rapture shall we know 
When round his throne we meet.” 

“For we know that, if our earthly house of this tabernacle 
were dissolved, we have a building of God, an house not made 
with hands, eternal in the Heavens.”

REV. W. F. GRAVES. 

The subject of this memoir, Rev. W. F. Graves, was born 
April 1, 1843, in Washington County, Kentucky, and died Feb- 
ruary 4, 1917, in Meridian, Texas. It was in Atchison County, 
Mo., his parents having moved there, that under the preaching 
of Rev. J. D. Turner in 1854, he was converted and the next 
day, while alone in the field plowing com, felt that his sins 
were forgiven. Two years later he joined the church under 
the ministry of Rev. W. F. Bell. He became convinced that 
he was called of God to preach and spent several years in 
school to prepare himself for the ministry. His school days, 
however, were cut short by the call to enlist as a soldier in the 
Confederate Army. He enlisted in the 5th Regiment, Missouri 
State Guards, and served till the close of the war under the 
command of Gen. Sterling Price. 

After the war, still feeling his call to the ministry, he was 
granted license to preach December 3, 1866, Rev. H. H. Hedg- 
peth, Presiding Elder. He was at once appointed to Atchison, 
Missouri as a supply. The next year he was admitted on trial 
into the St. Louis Conference and appointed to the Bloomfield 
Circuit. 

He was married to Miss Lois Spencer in the fall of 1868, 
who died the following year, leaving no children. 

He was ordained Deacon September 26, 1868, at Jefferson 
City. At this Conference he was granted a location in order 
to conplete his education. He was ordained Elder at Boonev|Jle, 
October 2, 1870. 

He moved with his parents, in the fall of 1871, to Texas, 
and settled on Steel's Creek in Bosque County, three miles 
east of where the town of Morgan now stands. 

He was re-admitted into the Northwest Texas Conference 
at Weatherford in 1874, and appointed to Peoria Circuit, which 
he served two years. The next year he served Lampasas Cir- 
cuit, but at the close of the year he located in order to take 
care of his aged parents, his father being too old to work, and 
his mother being an invalid. His conscience always approved 
the course he took. After his mother’s death, his father hav- 
ing married again, he asked for readmission, which was grant- 
ed by the Conference convening at Waxahachie in 1881. He 
served then successively Lytle Gap Mission, one year, Clifton 
Circuit, two years, Cisco Station, one year, Palo Pinto and 
Gordon, one year, Morgan Circuit one year, Garvin Circuit one 
year, and Carlton Circuit, one year. His voice having fail- 
ed him, he was superannuated at Abilene in 1890. 

He never regained his voice but lived on for nearly 27 
years, speaking only in a whisper or in very low tones. 

In July, 1879, he was married to Miss Mary Lomax, who 
shared with him the hardships of the rest of his active itinerant 
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career. She died soon after his superannuation. To them were 
born four children, two girls and two boys, one dying in in- 
fancy. Richard Lomax, of Gatesville, Jack, of Meridian and 
Mrs. A. P. Schmidt of DeLeon are the children left behind. 

Brother Graves accumulated a splendid library and was well 
read in the great books on Methodist history and doctrine. He 
stood in the front rank of those who knew and loved Methodist 
teaching. He gave his books to Meridian College library, and 
his name will be honored there in the years to come. 

He left an autobiography of his life up to the date of his 
superannuation. The severe trials he went through during 
the days of reconstruction after the war, the hardships endured 
and overcome, the large circuits travelled, the churches and 
parsonages built and the great revivals he conducted, thrill 
the reader like the record of the heroic deeds in the 11 Chapter 
of Hebrews. 

Brother Graves was noted as an old time revivalist. Great 
power attended his preaching and many souls were converted 
under his ministry. 

He now rests from his labors and his works will follow him. 
Already he has heard from the mouth of his Lord, “Well done, 
good and faithful servant.” And he whispers no more, but in 
clear tones and with distinct utterance, shouts aloud the praises 
of Him to whom his life was devoted.

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Reports of Boards 



REPORT NO. 1— BOARD OF MISSIONS. 

Dear Brethren: 

Your Board of Missions would submit the following report. 
It it a matter of devout thanksgiving that in these times of 
great disturbance on account of the world war the bonds of 
Christian Brotherhood has remained unbroken. Thru suffer- 
ing of every description that has resulted in those fields of bloody 
conflict, people have not withheld their means from the Mis- 
sionary Treasury. God is making the wrath of men to praise 
him. . . 

It is pointed out that our Sister Methodism of Great Britain 
had last year the best year of its history, receiving $45,000 
more than was called for. Last year the contributions from 
the U. S. and Canada for Foreign and Home Missions was far 
more than ever before. The amount contributed for Foreign 
Missions was $26,000,000. This marks an increase of over 
$7,000,000. 

The total from all sources in our Church was $1,408,638.85. 
These figures indicate an increase in every department. The 
increase for the General Foreign work was over $38,000. And 
in the Women’s work for Foreign work, over $25,000. The in- 
crease in the Home Work General was over $13,000. Women’s 
work over $16,000. 

The increase from the assessments was over $17,000; and for 
Specials it was more than $30,000. These are truly gratifying 
figures. 

In our own Conference, we are pleased to report that not 
one cent was paid during the year for interest. We have paid 
all of our missionaries as their drafts were due, and have been 
able to remit helpful amounts to our General Board during the 
year. To the time of the assembling of the Conference there 
have been gathered by the faithful pastors $11,870.32; for Home 
and Conference Missions, and for Foreign Missions $3,644.62; 
for Mexico, $314.95; for 'Foreign Specials thru the Sunday 
Schools $2,126.50. The splendid results represented by these 
figures is doubtless due in a large measure to early collections, 
and your Board would insist both to Pastors and Presiding 
Elders that this policy of your Board be carried out in every 
charge. We could not have paid punctually the seventy-nine 
missionaries working in the bounds of the Conference and under 
this Board were it not for the “first-fruits” handed in by these 
honest hands in the Vineyard of the Master. 

The report submitted by Mrs. J. H. Stewart, Conference Sec- 
retary of the Woman’s Missionary Society, brings the gratifying 
information that there are 200 Adult Auxiliaries in the Con- 
ference; 46 Young People and 141 Juniors — a total of 387. There 
are 6105 Adult members, 1248 Young People and 1670 Juniors — 
a total of 9023. The Missionary Voice has a circulation of 1523, 
Young Christian Workers, 250. Adult Missionaries supported 7. 
Bible Women 21; Scholarships 23. Money raised for Home and 
Foreign Missions $20,400.66. Expended in local work such as 
parsonages, churches, salaries, conference collections, — about 
$50,000.00. 

These good women having wrought so well crave our sym- 
pathy and words of encouragement. Let us with pleasure obey 
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the scriptures: “Help those women who labor with us, whose 
homes are the book of life.” These women are surpassing 
us in their study of missionary problems and in the cultivation 
of stewardships and these things are telling in results. Too 
great emphasis cannot be placed on stewardships. A hap- 
hazard system of contributing will not answer God’s pur- 
pose nor accomplish the deserved end. 

Our people are destroyed for lack of knowledge. Shall we 
not arouse ourselves and set us regularly to the task of the 
using of what God has intrusted to us in such a manner as that- 
we shall be able to joyfully render account to him as a faithful 
steward of the manifold grace of God. Your Board accepts 
gladly the charge committed to them by the Conference of dis- 
bursing the funds for the 65,000 soldiers in the conference. Our 
secretary will address himself to the task of gathering this 
loving offering and it shall be disbursed as the commission 
shall direct. To succeed we must have the hearty cooperation 
of all subscribers. Men will be assigned from this conference, 
thousands of dollars will be needed to sustain these pastors, 
and provide places for gathering the soldiers for worship. Not 
one must fail of their pledge. This is the most serious question 
to which we have ever addressed ourselves. Let there be no 
slackers in all the Lord’s company. Your Board would urge 
parents of these noble sons who are in training to get into 
correspondence with the men assigned to these fields and co- 
operate with them in doing the greatest good possible for 
our boys.

REPORT NO. 2 OF THE BOARD OF MISSIONS. 

Dear Brethren: 

The work of our Field Secretary has been most satisfactory. 
The educational policy of the church, outlined by the General 
Board of Missions, has been his constant study. The books 
proposed for study course in the Lay Activities — in the Epworth 
League and Sunday Schools — have been studied and emphasized 
by him, and in all these fields, new interest has developed. 
The doctrine of Christian stewardship has been earnestly pre- 
sented, and our people urged to read the latest literature on 
this subject, viz: “A Man and His Money,” by Hervy R. Calkins; 
“Efficiency Points,” by Doughty; “Missions and Leadership,” 
by J. Campbell White. 

Many Epworth Leagues are studying missions and the ob- 
jective field for their endeavor is Africa. Their text-book is 
“The Lure of Africa,” by Patton, and “Missionary Milestones,” 
by Margaret R. Seebrook. 

In the Sunday Schools special provision is made for every 
department of study. Quarterlies on Japan, and the study of 
“Japan the Key to East,” by seniors and adults, and other mis- 
siorary lessons for younger students have been planned. Your 
Board would urge our pastors to avail themselves of these 
helps and sow seeds for the harvest in the years to come. We 
can only hope to succeed by bringing to our people the knowledge 
that brings them into a realization of their opportunity and 
responsibility. 

Emphasizing these, as our secretary has, large results are 
also shown in financial lines. In 1915 the Specials in the Sun- 
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day Schools in the Conference amounted to $468.00. Last 
year $1969. This year in the Foreign Specials there has come 
into the treasurer’s hands the following amounts: For Africa 
$342.51; China Circuit $400.00; Japan $211.51; Cuba 96.38; and 
for Hong Kong Church, undirected, $1983.43. Total $3033.83. 
In the Home Mission Specials for Mexico $1019.35, and $357.15 
for other purposes, making a total of $4,410.33. 

These figures are not full for some have remitted direct 
to Nashville and the African Boat money has passed into other 
hands. It is conservative to say that more than $5000.00 has 
come in specials beside the stimulation to the regular collec- 
tions. 

The assessment for Conference Missions remains the same, 
$20,000.00 and the amounts handed down from Nashville are 
unchanged, making assessments of $20,850.00 for Foreign Mis- 
sions and $6,672.00 for Home Missions. 

The Board requests the appointment of J. E. Crawford for 
Conference Missions Secretary. The Board further requests 
the appointment of the following Conference Evangelists: 

J. T. Bloodworth, L. L. Evans, W. M. Bowden, J. A. Dozier, 
and J. V. Baird, Y. M. C. A. Secretary. 

The Board would recommend as local Preacher Evangelists: 
A. C. Fisher, T. N. Lowerey, J. W. Bowden and A. P. Lowery. 

Your Board respectfully requests that all money raised for 
the soldiers be sent to George E. Jester, Conference Treasurer, 
Corsicana, Texas.

REPORT OF MISSIONARY SECRETARY. 

Statistical. 

The secretary has traveled about 17,500 miles during the 
Conference year, participated in eleven District Missionary In- 
stitutes, attended ten District Conferences, visited 64 pastoral 
charges, preached 113 times, made 98 missionary addresses in- 
cluding 40 chart talks, 23 speeches to Sunday Schools, 13 to Ep- 
worth Leagues, 6 special addresses to women, and 5 to select 
groups of men; and has held 23 missionary prayer-meetings, 
conducted 10 round table discussions, taught one Mission Study 
Class and helped to organize others, distributed about 4,000 
copies of leaflets and tracts, sent out 2,000 letters to presiding 
elders and pastors, superintendents, leaguers, district lead- 
ers, and other laymen, 700 S. S. charts to pastors and superin- 
tendents, and, at his own expense, 400 prayer calendars to pro- 
mote definite missionary intercession on the part of our leaders. 

Signs of Progress. 

For the first time in many years the Board met all its ob- 
ligations this year without borrowing money, so not one cent 
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has been paid out for interest. This record has been 
made possible by the splendid team-work of the presiding 
elders and pastors. That early collections and prompt remit- 
tances make for efficiency has been demonstrated beyond a 
doubt. A new standard for missionary giving for big men has 
been set by one of our laymen who has invested $1,050 in mis- 
sions during the year. A new standard has likewise been set 
for the larger churches of our Conference by our church at 
Waxahachie, which is supporting a missionary and his wife at 
$1,000 in addition to paying all assessments, and carrying other 
Specials. Four of our churches are now supporting missionaries. 

One of these has two — one supported by the Sunday School 
and the other by the Woman’s Missionary Society. Two mis- 
sionaries of the Woman’s Department are supported by indi- 
viduals in our Conference. The Epworth League has had a re- 
vival in missionary interest. From $243 Special last year our 
young people have made pledges exceeding $1,000 on the Africa 
Boat Special this year. Missionary education in the Sunday 
School is beginning to tell in increased missionary intelligence 
and giving. In those schools, both large and small, where defi- 
nite missionary instruction has been faithfully and persistently 
given in harmony with the educational idea of the Special, the 
results have been gratifying. A notable instance of what has 
been done and can be done in a small school is the case of the 
Turnersville Sunday School. The story of its missionary awaken- 
ing is told by Miss Ina C. Brown in the leaflet “The Mission 
Special and the Sunday School,” which see. The Every Member 
Canvass as the best method of doing the King’s business is gain- 
ing in favor throughout the Conference. The number of churches 
following this method is on the increase, and the year has not 
been without illustrations of what can be done through it after 
thorough and painstaking preparation. The Missionary Com- 
mittee has not yet come into its own, but is on the way. It 
has a place in the law of our Church and it is destined to fill 
an important place in her practical economy. In a few charges 
this year some special work has been down toward training 
Missionary Committees. There are some indications of a grow- 
ing conscience on Christian stewardship. Individuals here and 
there have pledged to tithe and in four churches tithing rolls 
with more than thirty members each have been made durmg the 
year. Last of all, but first of all in importance, emphasis has 
been laid upon missionary intercession, and some of the choice 
praying souls of our Conference are giving missions and a lost 
world a larger place in their prayers than ever before.

THE BOARD OF EDUCATION, REPORT No. 1. 

To the Central Texas Conference of the Methodist Episcopal 

Church, South, in session in Georgetown, Texas, Nov. 

17, 1917: 

Dear Fathers and Brethren: 

We, your Board of Education, beg leave to submit the fol- 
lowing report: , 

We have had before us full written reports from the trus- 
tees of the following institutions: Southern Methodist Univer- 
sity, Southwestern University, Texas Woman’s College, Meridian 
College, and Weatherford College. Their reports have been # 

supplemented by personal comments from the executive heads 
or other officials connected with four of these institutions. 
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We are gratified to note that, although, owing to the present 
war emergency, there has been a decrease in the attendance 
of young men in these institutions, there has been a great in- 
crease in the attendance of young women, so that the aggregate 
attendance of the present year will doubtless exceed that of the 
year before. 

Our instructors in all of these institutions are a fine body of 
cultured Christian men and women. Many of them, out of their 
love for our church, are serving in their several positions at sala- 
ries considerably lower than they could obtain in other insti- 
tutions. 

We are pleased to note that there exists a healthy religious 
atmosphere in all of our schools. The students of Southern 
Methodist University maintain a strong Y. M. C. A. and a strong 
Y. W. C. A. organization at a cost to themselves of $1,250 per 
year. In the spring of the present year, a revival meeting held 
at this university resulted in about 100 conversions and reclama- 
tions. We are reliably informed that in Southern Methodist 
University the student leaders in scholarship, athletics and 
other student activities are also the leaders in religious work. 
In Southwestern University there are strong organizations of 
the Y. M. C. A. and the Y. W. C. A. At the beginning of the 
past session only twenty-three students in the university were 
not church members. Before the end of the session, a large 
number of these had surrendered to Christ and joined the 
church. In Texas Woman’s College there is a strong Y. W. C. A. 
A successful revival meeting was held in that institution only 
a few weeks ago. At the close of the meeting there were only 
four or five students who were not profound Christians. Meri- 
dian College also has a strong Y. M. C. A. organization. A 
revival meeting held in that institution during last month re- 
sulted in about fifty conversions and reclamations. 

We are pleased to note, furthermore, that the faculty and 
the students of our schools have made an enthusiastic response 
to the call of their country in the present crisis. One member 
of the faculty of Sbuthwestem University, Dr. J. C. Granbery, 
is now doing Y. M. C. A. work among our soldiers in France. 
Two members of the faculty of Southern Methodist University 
are rendering special service to the government in Washington. 
One member of the faculty of Meridian College, Mr. Guy H. 
Hearon, and a member of last year’s senior class in the same 
institution, are commissioned officers with our army in France. 
Southern Methodist University reports that 130 of the young 
men in her student body of last year are now serving their 
country in either the army or the navy. Twelve of her young 
preachers are doing Y. M. C. A. work in France and four of 
them are engaged in Y. M. C. A. work in our training camps. 
Southwestern University reports that forty per cent of her 
male graduates of the past three years are now rendering some 
form of war service to their country. Quite a number of the 
young men from Meridian College are serving in either the 
army or the navy. The student body of Meridian College has 
contributed nearly $1,000 to the Y. M. C. A. war fund. The 
students of Southwestern University were asked to give $1,500 
to this fund; but they contributed $2,400 to it. The student 
body of Southern Methodist University raised $2,500 for this 
cause and gave $400 to the Society of Mercy. The Red Cross 
organization of Southern Methodist University has sent 500 
Xmas packages to our soldiers in France. The students of the 
university have purchased $11,000 worth of liberty loan bonds. 
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Southern Methodist University. 

Southern Methodist University comprises at the present 
time the following distinct schools: the College of Liberal Arts, 
the Graduate School of Arts and Sciences, the Graduate School 
of Theology, the School of Music, and the Summer Normal. 
Courses are also provided in the following departments: Ex- 

pression, Drawing and Painting, Modeling and Aramics, Do- 
mestic Science and Domestic Arts. At the present time there 
are 47 members in the university faculty, thirty of these being 
in the College of Liberal Arts, eight in the School of Theology, 
and the remainder in the School of Music and other departments 
of the University. 

For the fall, winter and spring terms of last year, no du- 
plicate being counted, the total enrollment was 823. Of this 
number, 91 were in the School of Theology, and 666 in the Col- 
lege of Liberal Arts. The freshman class numbered 264. The 
enrollment for the summer term numbered 322; of these 70 had 
been in attendance during other terms. This leaves an enroll- 
ment of 252 new students during the summer term. This num- 
ber added to the 823 enrolled during the fall, winter, and spring 
terms gives a total attendance of 1,075 for the year. For the 
present year, the enrollment is now only ten behind what it was 
for the corresponding date of last year. There has been a 
great increase in the attendance of young women; the woman’s 
dormitory has been filled, and about 100 young women turned 
away for lack of accommodations. 

The university has employed a devout Canadian officer, who 
has seen 18 months of service in France, to give instruction in 
military science and military training. All male students are 
required to take this course. 

We are glad to note that the General Conference Sunday 
School Board has made available for the university interest on 
one-half of the $50,000 raised by the church at large for the 
endowment of a chair of Sunday School Pedagogy. Rev. Jesse 
L. Cunninggim, A. B., B. D., has been elected to this depart- 
ment. Rev. Comer M. Underwood, A. M., B. D., has been elected 
to the Department of Sociology. 

We desire to call attention to the summer term of the School 
of Theology. It offers a magnificent opportunity to our preach- 
ers to spend six weeks in study under successful leaders and 
trained teachers. The attendance this last summer was gratify- 
ing. 

The District Conferences of Texas and Oklahoma have pro- 
vided scholarships and loan funds so that the university has 
been able to assist financially all theological students who re- 
quired such assistance. 

The University received a conditional gift of $200,000 from 
the General Education Board; $88,000 of this remains unpaid, 
awaiting collections on the notes given the university. Our 
contract with the General Board expired July 31st and the uni- 
versity was under the necessity of asking for an extension of 
time. The notes held by the university are more than suffi- 
cient to cover the balance necessary to be raised. We urge 
that all of our pastors and members co-operate with the univer- 
sity in making, at the earliest possible date, collections neces- 
sary to secure the balance of $88,000. The College of Liberal 
Arts will then have a productive endowment of $500,000. 
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Southwestern University. 

Southwestern University now has a faculty of 20 instructors 
in the College of Liberal Arts and 5 instructors in the School 
of Fine Arts. 

The attendance for the past year was a little short of previous 
high records; but, when we consider that the Fitting School 
was discontinued, and that Southern Methodist University and 
Texas Woman’s College were opened for the same class of stu- 
dents, it is remarkable that the martriculations were so nearly 
equal to the best of former years. 

Southwestern University now has one of the best college 
libraries in the South. It contains 23,800 bound volumes, 7,000 
pamphlets, and 104 periodicals. 

During the past year a Department of Domestic Science has 
been added to the curriculum. 

The income-producing endowment of the institution has been 
increased to $124,000. As the minimum requirement for a Class 
A college is an endowment of $100,000, this puts the institu- 
tion permanently in that class. 

The new Science building has been completed and equipped 
and is easily worth $65,000. This building is beautiful, substan- 
tial, and almost perfect in its appointments. 

When the present administration began in 1911, there was 
still owing about $8,000 on the Woman’s Building and $7,000 
on Mood Hall. Since that time, additional real estate has been 
purchased under the direction of the Board of Trustees, amount- 
ing to $11,500. Important improvements to property and addi- 
tions to equipment have been made, amounting to $46,600. It 
was found necessary last spring to establish an improved and 
enlarged heating system. As the university was without funds 
for this purpose, and the need was imperative, the trustees 
were compelled to let the contract for this work at a cost of 
$10,500, hoping to be able to secure the money later. 

The above figures show that for obligations already in- 
curred and for improvements and additions since made the in- 
stitution has been burdened with expenditures amounting to 
$72,100 during the past six years. These necessities have come 
upon the university during years of extraordinary strain and 
trial, the reasons for which are easily understood. During all 
this time the university has been under the necessity of main- 
taining a faculty in number and qualifications the equal of any 
that the university ever had; and has also had to meet the neces- 
sity of more costly advertising than ever before. The bill for 
newspaper advertising and bulletins during the past six years 
has amounted to $11,422, exclusive of that connected with the 
endowment campaigns. Because of these facts, the accumulated 
indebtedness of the institution now amounts to $58,000, or about 
$43,000 more than it was six years ago. But, during this time, 
the trustees have erected the new Science Building and secured 
subscriptions to cover its cost and that of new equipment for it, 
altogether amounting to about $65,000. Besides the university 
has been able to increase its income-yielding endowment to the 
extent of $124,000, of which more than $45,000 is in hand and 
has been invested in interest-bearing securities. 

The trustees of the university have adopted a plan for a 
campaign to pay off the indebtedness by an equitable distribu- 
tion of it among the several presiding elders’ districts of our 
church in Texas. 
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We therefore submit for your adoption the following resolu- 
tion: 

Resolved, That we heartily indorse the plan adopted by the 
trustees of Southwestern University for raising the indebted- 
ness on that institution, and we hereby pledge ourselves to give 
enthusiastic co-operation to the trustees in this worthy cause. 

Texas Woman’s College. 

Texas Woman’s College now has a faculty of thirty profes- 
sors and teachers. It is the only Methodist Class A Woman’s 
College west of the Mississippi river. 

During the first year of the institution’s history, 254 indi- 
vidual students were enrolled; the second year, 321; while last 
year 418 were in attendance. The net enrollment for the present 
term to date is 397, and the administration anticipates an en- 
rollment of 500 before the end of the present school year. The 
enrollment at present in the various departments is as follows: 
College of Liberal Arts 200; Academy 125; School of Fine Arts 
207. Of the students in the College of Liberal Arts, 130 are 
freshmen. 

During the past summer a splendid new dormitory has been 
erected, making provision for 65 additional students. The 
building is a three-story brick, with many of the rooms en suite 
with private bath and toilet. It furnishes the best possible ac- 
commodations. 

The financial growth of the college during the three years 
past has been gratifying. The total net worth of the institu- 
tion, as shown by the auditor’s report of June 1, 1913, was 
$267,886. The total assets at the present time, as shown by 
the auditor’s report under date of June 20, 1917, are $481,064; 
and the liabilities are $75,563, leaving a net asset of $405,500, 
an increase of $137,614. While the college has liabilities of 
$75,563, it has in good subscriptions $104,643, and other assets, 
excluding the campus, buildings, etc., amounting to $20,112. 

During each of the past two years, the current income of the 
institution has exceeded the expense account, leaving a net profit. 
Such net profit, according to the action of the trustees, always 
goes into the improvement fund for the ensuing year. 

We are glad to report that at its last session, the West Texas 
Conference unanimously accepted joint ownership and control 
of the institution and appointed trustees. The North Texas 
Conference entered into permanent joint ownership and control, 
appointed trustees, and made an assessment of $1,000. 

We submit for your adoption the following resolution: 

Resolved, That we do hereby invite the Texas Conference 
to accept joint ownership and control of Texas Woman’s Col- 
lege and to appoint trustees for the institution, and we do 
hereby authorize the trustees of Texas Woman’s College to make 
such tender to them. 

Meridian College. 

This institution is the only Methodist junior college within 
the bounds of our Conference. During the few years of its his- 
tory, it has had a most remarkable success, and it ranks among 
the best junior colleges of our country. One prominent edu- 
cator has pronounced it “the greatest junior college in the 
South.” There are in its faculty four teachers with master’s 
degrees and two other teachers who have done work beyond the 
bachelor’s degree. The president of Meridian College, Rev. 
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G. F. Winfield, is rapidly becoming recognized as one of the 
leading educators of our state. He has been appointed by state 
authorities as one of a committee of ten to classify and standard- 
ize all public high schools. He also has been appointed by 
the President of the State Teacher’s Association as chairman 
of the Religious Education Section of that organization. 

The total net enrollment to date is 229, which is only a few 
students short of the enrollment at this time last year. There 
are 61 students doing college work and 100 students in the acad- 
emy. Among the students there are 28 sons and daughters of 
preachers and 12 young men preparing for the ministry. 

The value of the Meridian College property is about $100,- 
000. For the present year, the college is giving $1,750 in free 
tuition to preacher’s sons and daughters and to young men who 
are preparing for the ministry. Last year the school was a 
little more than self-sustaining. 



Weatherford College. 

Weatherford College, conducted for the past two years as an 
academy for boys, is now co-educational. There are five teachers 
in its faculty. The enrollment, at the present time is twenty 
per cent in advance of the enrollment at the corresponding date 
of last year. Some additions have been made to the scientific 
equipment, the library, and the athletic equipment. Detailed 
reports from the treasurer of the institution indicate that its 
affairs are being conducted in a safe business way. In the 
year 1924, the institution will come into possession of a one- 
fourth interest in the Couts estate, which is expected to give 
it an endowment of not less than $100,000.

BOARD OF EDUCATION, REPORT No. 2. 

Educational Commission. 

Your Board has read with interest and gratification the re- 
port of the Educational Commission. We gather from this re- 
port that Emory University in Atlanta now has in successful 
operation Departments of Theology, Law, Medicine, and Lib- 
eral Arts, and its total enrollment for 1916-17 was 654 students, 
all of whom were men, as the university is not co-educational. 
During the past year, the assets of the university have in- 
creased by about $200,000. 

We are pleased to note from the report of the commission 
that during the 'session of 1916-17 there were enrolled in the 
School of Theolcfgy of Emory University 134 students, and in 
the School of Theology of Southern Methodist University 89 
students, making a total of 223 theological students in the two 
institutions, without counting the additional 77 students en- 
rolled in the summer terms of the two schools. 

The General Conference Board. 

At the suggestion of our General Conference Board of Edu- 
cation, we recommend that all of our Sunday Schools observe 
College Day, as designated by the General Conference Sunday 
School Board. The program for the day should provide for pre- 
senting information about our schools both local and connec- 
tional. , M 

We rejoice to know that our General Conference Board of 
Education has adopted courses of study designed to prepare 
young men and young women for high grade service in Sunday 
School and in other lines of religious work. We are glad to note 
that some work of this kind is already being done by the insti- 
tutions within the bounds of our conference as well as by South- 
ern Methodist University. We recommend that all of our in- 
stitutions adopt in whole or in part the courses designed by our 
General Conference Board of Education. 

The General Conference Board of Education has called an Ed- 
ucational Conference to be held some time in the summer of 
1918. We recommend that the Conference elect two delegates 
to this conference, the expenses of said delegates to be paid out 
of the funds of the Board of Education. We nominate J. W. 
Bergin and K. P. Barton as delegates to the Educational Con- 
ference. 
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Ministerial Supply and Training. 

Your Board had before it a communication from the Depart- 
ment of Ministerial Supply and Training of the General Con- 
ference Board of Education. In accordance with suggestions of 
this Department, for the purpose of increasing the supply of 
ministers and raising the standard of ministerial training, we 
make the following recommendations: 

1. That every Sunday School properly observe Vocation 
Day, the day on which the prayers and labor of the church are 
concentrated upon bringing before our older scholars the ques- 
tion of their life work. 

2. That every pastor remember the law of our church which 
requires in every pulpit an annual sermon on the claims of the 
Christian ministry. 

3. That our Lord’s direction be followed as the great method 
of supplying our pulpits, viz: prayer to the Lord of the harvest 
that he will send forth laborers into his harvest. 

4. That all undergraduates take their courses either through 
the Correspondence School or through the Summer School of 
Theology. 

Negro Education. 

At the request of the officials of Paine College, we submit 
for your adoption the following memorial to the General Con- 
ference : 

Resolved, by the Central Texas Conference of the Methodist 
Episcopal Church, South, that we do hereby memorialize the 
General Conference of 1918, that it make larger provision for 
aiding the Colored Methodist Episcopal Church in the cause of 
negro education, according to any plan that the wisdom of its 
members may determine. 

Resolved, that the secretary of this Conference be and hereby 
is instructed to send a copy of this memorial to the secretary 
of the General Conference. 

Correlation of Sunday School and Public School. 

We rejoice in the progress now being made toward the cor- 
relation of the Sunday Schools with the public schools. We 
earnestly hope that the time is not far distant when all of our 
standard high schools will give credit for Sunday school work 
done according to the proper standards. 

Conference Collections. 

We respectfully call to the remembrance of our pastors 
that they have neither the authority nor the moral right to dis- 
tribute money contributed to the Conference collections as a 
whole, in any other way than on the pro rata of the assess- 
ments on their several charges. We therefore urge that, when 
the funds are raised in one sum, the cause of education be given 
its legitimate pro rata of the amount collected. 

Memorial to General Conference. 

At the request of the Educational Conference, composed of 
representatives of Methodist institutions west of the Mississippi 
River, held in Dallas on Sept. 15, last, we submit for your adop- 
tion the following memorial : 
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Resolved: That pending the securing of $500,000 endow- 

ment for the School of Theology of Southern Methodist Uni- 
versity, that the Central Texas Conference of the Methodist 
Episcopal Church, South, memorialize the General Conference, 
which meets in May, 1918, to make adequate provision for the 
maintenance of our theological schools, and that we request the 
Official Educational Commission to so recommend. 

Resolved: That this Conference hereby memorialize the Gen- 
eral Conference to make a deliverance on the specific needs of 
the educational institutions of the whole church. That the Gen- 
eral Conference authorize a church-wide campaign for raising 
this sum within the next quadrennium, and put behind it all the 
connectional forces of the church. That the General Conference 
be asked to authorize the organization of such educational agen- 
cies as will lend effective aid and direction to this campaign 
throughout the connection. 

Resolved: That the Secretary of this Conference be and 

hereby is instructed to send a copy of this memorial to the Gen- 
eral Conference.

3. We have received for delegate’s expenses $1,179.57, 
which added to our payment of last year, makes a total paid of 
$2,096.67, leaving a balance due on this assessment of $162.00. 

In this connection our publishing agents direct special at- 
tention to the expenses of the Committee on Unification, and 
notify us that the assessment against this Conference therefor 
is $464.00. This, sum, with balance due for delegate’s expenses, 
making a total of $626.00, we assess against the several pre- 
siding elder’s districts according to the Conference scale, and 
we respectfully request that this assessment be collected and 
paid to our Conference Treasurer by April 1, 1918. It is urgent 
and important that this be done. 

4. We assess for Conference claimants the coming year 
$16,000.00. This claim of our great Church is not receiving 
the thought and effort to which it is entitled. Our roll is rapidly 
growing and the demands are urgent. We appeal for full col- 
lections on this important fund.

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REPORT OF THE SUNDAY SCHOOL BOARD. 

We record with joy that all reports indicate great pros- 
perity in the Sunday school work throughout the church. The 
complete records last year showed a net increase of more 
than eighty thousand in the Sunday school enrollment. About 
forty-eight thousand, or fifty-eight per cent of this increase 
was credited to the Southwestern Division, which is under the 
leadership of a member of our own Conference. All signs point 
to a corresponding increase for the Conference year now clos- 
ing. 

District Organization. 

We again call attention to the plan of district Sunday school 
organization promulgated by our General Sunday School Board. 
After two years of trial this plan was re-enacted at the last 
meeting of the Board as the most efficient method of reaching 
all the Sunday schools of Southern Methodism — the presiding 
elder’s districts, and not the county, being our unit of organiza- 
tion. In brief this plan calls for: 

1. An Executive Committee with the Presiding Elder ex- 
officio Chairman. 

2. A district Secretary, who shall be executive officer for 
the district. 

3. District Superintendents for the Elementary Department, 
the Wesley Bible Class, Teacher Training and the Home De- 
partment. 

The plan also calls for three kinds of meetings: 

1. An annual district institute. 

2. Special institutes conducted by flying squadrons. 

3. Special meetings at strategic points. 

This plan is earnestly commended to the attention of presid- 
ind elders'. 

Teacher Training. 

Under the joint editorial management of the Sunday School 
editors of the M. E. Church and of the M. E. Church, South, 
a new teacher training course is being issued from the pens of 
the best Sunday school talent of both churches. The first two 
volumes of the course are now available, and the other three 
will follow in rapid succession. The aim of this course is to 
give to our people the latest and best ideals of religious educa- 
tion, in a form which will be appreciated and mastered by the 
average Sunday school worker. Since it is admitted on all sides 
that the greatest need of our Sunday school work is consecrated 
and trained leadership, we especially urge every pastor to under- 
take to form and conduct at least one training class in each 
Sunday school. The entire course covers a hundred and forty- 
four lessons and include Bible study, child study, the science 
of Sunday school organization and management and the doc- 
trines and polity of Episcopal Methodism. 

The Graded Sunday School Magazine. 

The Graded Sunday School Magazine, to which our own Em- 
mett Hightower is one of the regular lesson contributors and 
Prof. Paul B. Kern of Southern Methodist University is another, 
is likewise issued jointly by the Sunday School Boards of the 
two Methodisms. It is intended to take the place of our own 
Sunda'y School Magazine for those officers and teachers who 
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use the Graded Lessons. This periodical is also produced by 
the best talent of both Methodisms, and we commend it to the 
favorable consideration of all Sunday school workers. 

Graded Literature. 

The Graded Literature, first issued about eight years ago 
under the auspices of the International Sunday School Associa- 
tion, has for some years been recommended to take the place 
of the old uniform literature by our Sunday School Editor and 
General Sunday School Board, and has gone to our Sunday 
schools with the imprint of our own Publishing House and Sun- 
day School Editor. But literature isued for general use among 
different denominations, cannot quite meet the needs of Meth- 
odism. We are therefore happy to report that Methodism is 
now issuing its own graded literature, using for the most part 
the texts chosen by the International Committee, but having the 
lesson notes written by Methodist authors, who treat the pas- 
sages from a Methodist viewpoint. Most of these new lessons 
are now available, and we commend them to the notice of pastors 
and superintendents. 

Improved Uniform Lessons. 

The uniform lesson will be continued, but in cycles of eight 
years instead of seven, and with a treatment modified to corre- 
spond with the latest discoveries in the science of childhood. 
The new series will automatically replace the present uniform 
lesson series after Jan. 1, 1918. 

Wesley Bible Class Work. 

More than a hundred new Wesley Bible Classes have been 
enrolled in our Conference during the Conference year now 
closing. In the spring a most profitable Wesley Bible Class Fed- 
eration was held with an out of town attendance of about six 
hundred. Considering the number of Sunday schools, our Con- 
ference has led the whole church in this movement from the 
beginning. We believe there is no better agency for enlisting 
the church membership in Bible study and Christian work, and 
we urge that all organized Bible classes be enrolled as Wesley 
Bible Classes, and that new classes be formed wherever pos- 
sible. 

Co-operation. 

We desire to enlist the fullest co-operation of the Presiding 
Elders with the resident members of the Sunday School Board . 
in each Presiding Elder’s District in the matter of carrying out 
the policies of the General Sunday School Board with reference 
to District Organization hereinbefore outlined. 



Divisional S. S. Secretary. 

We heartily commend the efficient work of Rev. E. Hightower, 
Divisional Secretary of the Southwestern Division of the Gen- 
eral Sunday School Board, and respectfully request the Bishop 
to reappoint him to this same position. We also recommend that 
this Conference elect Rev. E. Hightower to fill the vacancy on 
this Board caused by the resignation of Rev. J. C. Mimms. We 
recommend the appointment of Rev. C. S. Field, Field Secre- 
tary of the International Sunday School Association. 
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Children’s Day. 

We are sorry to report that the Children’s Day Collections 
have been the lowest this year than for several years. We urge 
the Presiding Elders, Pastors, and S. S. Superintendents through- 
out the Conference to see that Children’s Day is observed in 
every church, and that collections be taken and sent immediately 
thereafter to the Conference Treasurer. 

Doctrines. 

We believe that the time has come in our church when the 
Editors of our S. S. Literature should give special attention to 
the doctrines of Methodism, and we would respectfully suggest 
to them that courses in the specific Doctrines of Methodism be 
placed in both the Uniform and Graded Literature. 

We are in hearty accord with the Missionary Program of the 
Sunday School Board, and we believe that the scope of the Edu- 
cational work should be enlarged by having the Sunday School 
Program cover the scope of our Conference claims, and would 
suggest that the General Sunday School Board co-operate with 
the other Boards in providing suitable programs for same.

THE AMERICAN BIBLE SOCIETY. 

For your prayerful consideration the American Bible So- 
ciety submits to you its report, as well as a statement of the 
pressing need for Bible work just now in the United States 
Army and Navy and also on mission fields at home and abroad. 

The circulation of the Scriptures show a falling off in the 
twelve foreign agencies, as well as in the nine home agencies, 
a decrease of 286,117 volumes. This is plainly due to two things, 
a reduced income and the increased cost of publication. 

We are pleased to state however, that owing to the unusual 
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opportunity for Bible work among American soldiers and Mexi- 
cans on the Texas border, the Southwestern Agency, including 
Texas, Oklahoma, Arkansas and Louisiana reports a decided 
advance in the circulation of the Scriptures. A total of 153,055 
volumes having been circulated during the year in 38 languages, 
through 14 colporteurs. 

The first concern of the American Bible Society is for our 
soldiers. 102,855 khaki Bibles have been given to the soldiers 
in the Southwest alone. This has been made possible through 
the gifts of Sunday schools, churches and individuals. The best 
of all is the men read the books, and are converted. 

Mr. Sherwood Eddy tells the story of one of our boys — a 
graduate of Johns Hopkins, who fought with the Canadians in 
the battle of Messines — in which the young man was wounded 
after he and his pal had captured 20 of the enemy. The young 
man said: “You ask was 1 a Christian? Not then. I was wild 
and going to the devil, but one night I was wounded and lay 
in a shellhole, shot and unable to move away for 15 hours. I 
was feeling in my pocket for a cigarette to try to ease the pain 
a bit, but I found my khaki Testament. I managed to get it 
out and thinking the end was near I read the 27th chapter of 
Matthew and sir, that little book changed my life. I have read 
a chapter every day since. I was picked up finally and carried 
to the hospital. I say my prayers every day in my tent, and 
another boy has joined me in reading and prayer, and the lan- 
guage is different in our tent, now. I’m off to the front, tomor- 
row to take my turn again, but I’m no longer alone up there 
in the trenches. It’s different now.” 

But we have only begun to meet the need. The American 
Bible Society has agreed to furnish the army Y. M. C. A. free 
of charge, a million Testaments for distribution to soldiers. 
This plan will reach every man. No one will be overlooked 
whether at home or on the battlefield of Europe. 

The American Bible Society has exhausted its funds for this 
special work. What are we to do? At a time like this, there 
is no alternative but to go forward. Purely on faith and credit, 
the Society will deliver the books as needed. There is an addi- 
tional need for Scriptures in foreign languages, and Bibles for 
the use of chaplains, bringing our total war budget to approxi- 
mately $400,000. 

The ninth day of December has been set apart as uni- 
versal Bible Day. The Society urges that it be observed as 
Universal Bible Day for Our Soldiers and Sailors, and that ev- 
ery congregation be asked for a special offering for the Army 
Testament fund. Therefore we your Board recommend that the 
day be observed and a free will offering be taken for this fund 
and forwarded to Rev. J. J. Morgan, Agent, 1304 Commerce 
Street, Dallas. 

Your treasurer has received from the Conference Treasurer, 
this year, $810.00. 

We recommend the appropriation of $37.00 for printing the 
minutes. 

We also recommend an assessment for ensuing year of $1,200.

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REPORT OF EPWORTH LEAGUE BOARD. 

Your Epworth League Board has had before it Rev. Ralph 
E. Nollner, representing the General League Board, Rev. S. S. 
McKinney representing the State League work, and certain 
representatives from the Central Texas Conference League or- 
ganization. These representatives have brought to us encourag- 
ing reports concerning the work of the Epworth League. The 
General Minutes of the Annual Conferences for 1916 show that 
there are 3,841 Epworth Leagues in the borders of the Church, 
a gain of 96 chapters, representing a total membership of 137 ,- 
333, being a gain in membership of 4 , 289 . 

To the Leagues of Texas has been committed the respon- 
sibility of raising ten thousand dollars to build the mission 
steamboat that must ply the Upper Congo. Most of this has 
been subscribed, and a large part has already been paid. We 
would urge the co-operation of all pastors in seeing that their 
leagues take an intelligent interest in this important work. 

It remains true that, notwithstanding the unambiguous lan- 
guage of the discipline requiring the organization of Epworth 
Leagues in all our congregations, many of our pastors have no 
Epworth Leagues, and in three-fourths of the churches under 
their care there are neither Epworth Leagues nor other organi- 
zations providing for the direction of the religious activities of 
young Christians and their development in the Christian life. 
The General Epworth League Board has authorized a campaign 
under the name of the Big Drive, the object being to organize 
an Epworth League in every pastoral charge and to place every 
charter on the standard for an Epworth League. We appeal to 
you for help and prayer in this tremendous undertaking, one 
that we hope to accomplish by April 1 , 1918 . In order to do this 
work and to co-operate fully with the General Office, we would 
urge the Presiding Elders to see that a District League Secre- 
tary is appointed in every district, and that the Secretary’s 
name and address be sent to the office of the General League 
Secretary as soon after Conference as possible. 

With gratitude to God we note the splendid success of our 
first year of Epworth-by-the-Sea at Port O’Connor last summer. 
We have at Port O’Connor land valued at thirty thousand dol- 
lars with twenty thousand dollars worth of improvements with 
no indebtedness. In spite of the disturbances caused by/ the 
calling of many of our best Leaguers into the army service last 
June, there were more than three hundred paid admissions, and 
revealed very certainly the future of this enterprise. We are 
endeavoring to provide here a real training school for Christian 
workers in the various branches of Christian service. 

Our Central Texas League Conference will be held in Waco 
next June, and we appeal to our pastors to urge attendance 
upon this Conference and the Encampment at Port O’Connor. 
It is with pleasure that we note that more of our Leaguers have 
observed the Anniversary Day this year than last, and we would 
urge that the money raised on this day be sent to the Con- 
ference Treasurer of the Epworth League as the constitution 
of the Epworth League directs. 

The reorganization of the State League Board under the 
State Charter renders necessary the re-election of the Board 
members. We, therefore, endorse and nominate for your elec- 
tion the Rev. H. A. Boaz, D. D. and Judge J. K. Parr as trustees 
of said Board. We recommend that Rev. Ralph E. Nollner be ap- 
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pointed by the Bishop presiding over this Conference, as As- 
sistant Secretary of the General Epworth League Board.

REPORT OF THE BOARD OF TRUSTEES FOR 
SUPERANNUATE HOMES. 

More and more the members of the Methodist Church are 
coming to the full recognition of the fact that one of the great- 
est causes now demanding their attention and appealing to their 
liberality is that of a better provision for our retired veterans. 
The great truth uttered by our Lord, “the laborer is worthy of 
his hire,” applies in full force to the gospel messenger after he 
wears himself out in the itinerant ministry. Years ago our 
church entered upon the work of providing parsonages for the 
effective preachers, and now there are but few pastor or pre- 
siding elders who are compelled to live in their “own hired 
house.” 

The work of providing homes for the disabled preachers is 
in keeping with the Church’s obligation to look after the com- 
fort of the men of God, whose lives have been given unselfishly 
to the gospel ministry, even after they cease to travel and at- 
tend to the regular duties of a pastor. 

We now have fourteen Superannuate Homes representing an 
approximate value of twenty-five thousand ($25,0(10) dollars, 
and at an average rental of two hundred ($200) dollars, repre- 
sents a saving, in the way of rent to the occupants of these 
homes of twenty-eight hundred ($2,800) dollars annually. 

The report of the agent shows gratifying progress during 
the past year. Property to the value of six thousand ($6,000) 
dollars has been secured to the Board. This includes two homes 
and six lots: the Brown Memorial Home located at Polytechnic, 
and one at Peaster, the later being donated by the good people 
of the Whitt charge. The lots are located as follows: three at 
Grandview, two at Moody, and one at Winters. At Winters part 
of the money for the Home has already been pledged. The 
future outlook for our work is very encouraging. We request 
Bishop McCoy to appoint D. L. Collie, Agent for Superannuate 
Homes for the ensuing Conference year.

COMMITTEE ON SABBATH DAY OBSERVANCE. 

To the Bishop and Members of Central Texas Conference: 

Dear Brethren: 

We, your Committee on Sabbath Day Observance, beg to sub- 
mit the following report: 

The question of the proper observance of the Sabbath is one 
of increasing importance, for upon this largely depends the 
moral and spiritual welfare of our nation and the development 
of the Kingdom of Christ — He who made Man, instituted the 
Sabbath and set it apart as a day of rest and worship. It is 
therefore a holy day and should be observed as such. 

We deplore the fact that various corporations and individuals 
are seeking to commercialize this holy day. The motion picture 
industry with a capital of $500,000,000 has entered the field of 
politics to foster their interests; railroads continue the practice 
of special excursions; State and County Fairs persist in opening 
their gates and offering special entertainment; and football and 
baseball teams continue their Sunday games, thus attracting 
multitudes of people from places of worship. 

We have become so accustomed to these things that we seem- 
ingly accept this state of affairs with but a mild protest. 

We appeal to all church members for a more loyal attitude 
toward Christ and his Church by a strict observance of the Sab- 
bath. 

We wish to incorporate in this report a communication from 
the Interdenominational Lord’s Day Commission which reads 
as follows: 

“Being impressed that there is great need of organized ef- 
fort to stem the tide of wide-spread and ever increasing dese- 
cration of our Lord’s day, the Baptist, Presbyterian U. S. A., 
Presbyterian U. S., Progressive Christian, Swedish Methodist, 
and all the Annual Conferences of the M. E. Church, South, in 
the State, including the German Mission Conference, appointed 
delegates to organize a Lord’s Day association. 

On the 9th of last January these several delegates met and 
perfected an organization to be known as the Interdenomina- 
tional Lord’s Day Commission, which is now chartered. Since 
then under our restricted limitations we have done what we 
could to foster this great cause. We have accepted, so far as 
the authority of the Executive Committee extends, a proposi- 
tion from the National Lord’s Day Alliance to become an auxil- 
iary to that organization. Our organization will doubtless ac- 
quiesce in tjiis at our annual meeting. This will increase our 
potency and efficiency. 

We are planning for a Lord’s Day Convention at our an- 
nual meeting which will be held at Fort Worth, beginning at 
7:30 P. M. December the third and continue through the follow- 
ing day. We cordially invite and urge all who are interested 
in protecting our Lord’s Day to attend this convention. We 
solicit your hearty prayers and earnest co-operation.

REPORT OF COMMITTEE ON TEMPERANCE. 

To the Central Texas Annual Conference: 

We, your Committee on Temperance, beg leave to make the 
following report:- 

We rejoice in the great victories won this year in our own 
State and the nation, and believe that the time is fast coming 
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when we shall have a sober State and a saloonless Nation. 

We believe that this is the burning question of the hour. 
If we fail to do our duty now, we may never again have such 
an opportunity. Our Church should therefore throw the whole 
weight of her influence behind this fight against rum. 

The Anti-Saloon League is organized prohibition, and, with- 
out disparaging any other organization or influence, we be- 
lieve that the hope of ultimate success lies largely through 
this agency. It is not an experiment. It is not a passing 
movement. By its victories it has justified the public’s con- 
fidence. The fight made upon it by its enemies confirms our 
faith in its efficiency. As a great Church, working for the 
overthrow of the liquor traffic, we must back up this organi- 
zation. 

On November 1, this year, a great State Convention was 
held at Fort Worth, and from there was sent up a committee 
of one hundred distinguished citizens of our State to present 
to President Wilson the petitions of hundreds of thousands of 
mothers and fathers to close the saloons in every city of Texas 
near which there are soldier training camps. 

We, as a Conference representing a great body of our citizen- 
ship, urge upon our President, whom we most loyally support, 
to grant their request. We feel that we have a peculiar right to 
be heard. About one-fourth of the young men to be trained 
in these camps come from Methodist homes. Our Methodist 
fathers and mothers have given freely of their boys to fight 
their country’s battles. A very large per cent of our pastors 
have one or more boys in training. We have trained these 
boys at home in habits of total abstinence from alcoholic liquors. 
But we know the seductive influence of rum. We give them 
to our country clean in body and with clear brains. We ex- 
pect them back, if ever, maimed and crippled for life. But 
we ask that they be not sent back to us cursed with rum, or 
diseased by vice. 

Not only do we want protection on our own shores, but on 
foreign soil as well. Therefore, we further urge that our 
Government take this matter up with our allies to secure the 
same results among our soldiers when they have crossed over. 

We recommend that our Secretary, Atticus Webb, lay this 
matter before the headquarters of the Anti-Saloon League of 
America, and of the Temperance Society at Washington, and 
urge them to press this latter question upon the authorities at 
Washington. 

We recommend the appointment of Atticus Webb as District 
Superintendent of the Anti-Saloon League of Texas, J. R. B. 
Hall as temperance worker, and commend the good work being 
done by Simeon Shaw of the Northwest Teras Conference.

SOCIAL SERVICE. 

Social Service has to do with the making of proper environ- 
ment, the removal of unwholesome conditions, the protection of 
every human interest and the supply of every human need. 
Social Service has to do with the abolition of child labor, the 
enforcement of laws for compulsory education, the covering of 
dangerous machinery, the proper ventilation for places of work, 
the erection of play grounds for the youth of cities, the wise 
distribution of necessitiies to those in want, the creation of 
sanitary conditions, the restoration of the drunkard to a life 
of usefulness, the calling back of the fallen woman from her 
life of shame. And, at this present time, a large field for 
social service is found in the knitting of garments for our 
soldiers, and in the cultivation of habits of economy and thrift 
at home, that our country may better maintain her armies and 
better help to maintain those of her allies. We recommend 
to our people the signing of the Hoover Food Conservation 
Card. The above is what we consider to be social service, a 
work which seems to be vaguely defined in the minds of many. 

The purpose of the Church in Social Service is not the mere 
doing of these things, but the doing of them in the name of 
Christ. Christian Social Service is the Holy Spirit doing the 
human work of Jesus, through lives that have been yielded to 
Him. Christian Social Service does not stop with soap and 
soup, but seeks salvation through Jesus as the one ultimate aim. 

The Discipline of our Church requires that a Social Service 
Committee be appointed in every congregation. Through the 
Presiding Elders, we find that these Committees have been ap- 
pointed, but we also discover that a number of them are idle 
and that a large number are at work inefficiently for the lack 
of instruction and guidance. 

We urge the pastors to take more care in teaching the real 
nature of this work and to exert more diligence in guiding, 
especially the newly appointed Committees, along the lines 
defined. 

We, the Committee, unanimously request the Board of Ad- 
justment to continue the present appropriation for the San 
Antonio Rescue Home.

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COMMITTEE ON SPIRITUAL STATE OF THE CHURCH. 

Your Committee on the Spiritual State of the Church, with 
gratitude to God, and faith in the final triumph of righteous- 
ness over sin, bring to you the following report: 

We note, with gladness, from the report of the several Pre- 
siding Elders, that there have been approximately ten thousand 
conversions and nine thousand, five hundred accessions to the 
church, from all sources. There have been growth and pro- 
gress in the several departments of our church work and activi- 
ty, which indicate spiritual life and a fair degree of spiritual 
health. This, together with the spirit of heroic sacrifice ex- 
hibited in the payment of debts, building of churches, and par- 
sonages, paying salaries and contributing to the benevolent 
causes, in this year of drouth and war, declares to the world 
that the spirit of the Christ is still in the church and is march- 
ing to certain victory. 

We note, however, with great concern, the decay of family 
worship in many of our homes, the absence of the morning and 
evening sacrifice, the reading God’s Holy Word and prayer for 
Divine guidance. We also feel concerned over the absence 
of many of our people from the mid-week prayer meeting, 
which is a kind of “Cooling Station” between Sabbaths, a 
fountain along the high-way, a gracious means of grace to all 
passers-by. 

We note with even greater concern the absence of our 
Sunday School children from the preaching services of the 
church. The fact that three out of every five students that 
pass through our Sunday Schools are lost to the church, is 
sufficiently grave to awaken the most sluggish of us to a real 
effort to cure this evil and that quickly. Our Sainted Bishop 
Keener said “This leak should be stopped.” And Bishop Man- 
gan called it the “Churches Greatest Waste.” Will we not in 
some way find a remedy that will cure? We call attention 
to the dangers which beset the spirituality, if not the morality 
of our people in these times of stress. Sin is always danger- 
ous; but at times like this it becomes “exceeding” sinful. Sin 
has been clothed with a measure of respectability, has entered 
society and in many places become a fascinating guest, but all 
the while it is plain old sin, which ruins the souls and bodies 
of men and women. 

A call to prayer, Bible reading and meditation. A time 
of crying unto God, should be the order of these times. 

Our ministers and leaders should get a new vision of God 
and their mission to the world, and go to their tasks from their 
knees with their hearts “strangely warmed” and their tongues 
aflame with a gospel of compelling power. 

The absence of the unsaved from our church services, even 
our revivals; and the absence of the laboring classes and the 
very poor from our churches in many instances, betoken chang- 
ing conditions, which, if not remedied, do not speak flatteringly 
for the future. 

The call is upon us to adjust ourselves to the changing con- 
ditions of our age, while we declare the unchanging gospel of 
God’s saving grace to these unsaved people. 

Our fathers wrought well in their day and we would pluck 
no glory from their crown, but we live in a different and 
many-fold more difficult day, and must have larger equipment 
to meet its responsibilities. It not only requires better equip- 
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ment, but more grace and a closer touch with God to meet the 
present demands. The gospel must eclipse worldly pleasures, 
rise above the most glittering gold, and grip the people, or 
they are lost. Jesus said, “And I, if I be lifted up from the 
earth will all men unto me.” But to lift Christ up so that he 
will draw men, is to make him more necessary and attractive 
than gold and pleasures offered by the world. To do this we 
must not only know of Christ, but we must “know him and 
the power of his resurrection, and the fellowship of his suf- 
fering . being made conformable unto his death.” 

When we know Christ, we lift him, and when we lift him 
the world sees him, and “seeing, they believe on his name.” 

Methodism has set the pace for a gospel of spiritual holi- 
ness in the world, we of this age should see to it that the fires 
on her alters never cease to burn and that every one has a 
chance to be warmed by its ever increasing glow. 

We recommend that every available method be used to 
reach the unchurched and unsaved, even to the extent of do- 
ing the unusual thing, if such is required. That our people 
be urged to live “soberly, Godly, and prayerfully,” in these 
distressing times. That special care be taken in guiding the 

young and training the children for the new age of a recon- 

structed world. 

The greatest opportunities ever offered by the world will be 
the heritage of the young of this generation, and it is ours 
to prepare them for the great task. We shall fashion the 

hands that shall fashion a new world. Shall we not consult 

God in this making? 

“Finally Brethren,” let us “be strong in the Lord, and in 
the power of his might.” Let us put on the whole Armour of 
God, and fight the good fight of faith, laying hold on eternal 
life. 

With especial pride we congratulate the fathers, mothers, 
wives and loved ones in our church, who have given their sons, 
husbands and brothers in defense of their country. The prayers 
of the church shall follow them and yet remain with you.

ORPHANAGE. 

To the Central Texas Conference: 

We, your Committee on Orphanage submit the following 
report: 

We find that the condition of the Orphanage is excellent, 
and that its business affairs are conducted on business prin- 
ciples. In many respects this has been the best year in the 
history of the Orphanage. 

Improvements have been made at the Orphanage this year 
to the amount of $10,500.00, this making the net worth of the 



Home $230,700.00. 

Total cost of maintenance of Home $ 7,400.00 

Care of children 16,870.00 

Education of children 3,250.00 



Grand total $27,520.00 

The Central Texas Conference was the only one that in- 
creased the subscription, all five of the others fell behind their 
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1916 subscription. The amount sent in by all six Conferences 
was not sufficient to care for the maintenance of the children, 
and it has thus been necessary for your Superintendant to 
Educate the children and maintain the home on funds solicited 
from sources outside the Conferences. There are in the Home 
174 children, and calls are coming from all over Texas asking 
for the admittance of children into the Orphanage. From 50 
to 75 more children must be taken into the Home, and with in- 
creased price of living it will necessitate much more liberal 
offerings. 

The Orphanage has a splendid chapel building, but it is not 
seated. Money must be secured to seat it. 

The management is looking after the spiritual interest of 
the children and trying to save them for God and the Church. 

The sanitary conditions are as good or better than other 
Orphanages in the State. 

The work of Rev. R. A. Burroughs, Mgr., and of Rev. W. 
T. Gray, Field Secretary, is highly commendable. We recom- 
mend that W. T. Gray be reappointed as Field Secretary. We 
also recommend the non-assessment plan. We further recom- 
mend that the pastors take a free-will offering for the Home, 
or invite the Field Secretary to come and take such offering. 

Our Orphanage does not receive children under three years 
of age, but the Orphan Home Society, of which Rev. J. D. 
Odom is Superintendent, receives these children and places 
them in good homes. Sixty-three children have been placed 
in such homes this year. We commend his work and recom- 
mend that he be reappointed to the same work.

LAY ACTIVITIES. 

To the Central Texas Conference, in session at Georgetown, 
November 14, 1917. 

In response to question 51, Paragraph 52, of the Discipline, 
your Board on Activities of Laymen reports as follows: 

We believe that the importance of the Legislation of the 
last General Conference, whereby this Board was created, as 
well as all the Committees on Activities of Laymen in the Local 
Churches; has now been recognized by all who have investi- 
gated the advantage that may come to the Church by reason of 
them. 

The reports from the District Leaders show that in the 
majority of our churches all the Committees have been elected 
and that in many churches they have been actively at work 
and have been of service to the church. 

We believe that more laymen are vitally interested in the 
work of the church than at any time in its history. 

Since the meeting of the last Annual Conference a new 
General Secretary of the Laymen’s Missionary Movement, Dr. 
W. B. Beauchamp, has been elected and has already begun 
active work in the interest of the movement. 

We rejoice especially that in a new and unexpected way 
there has come another evidence of the great blessing to the 
Church of the Laymen’s Missionary Movement. 

The Laymen’s Missionary Movement of our church has 
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always desired to cooperate sympathetically with every vital 
movement of the Church of God in our generation and to find 
its place in all forms of service. 

Mr. Herbert Hoover, Food Administrator of the United 
States, made a simple statement of truth, when he said that 
the Church alone has moral appeal to the people of this 
nation adequate to accomplish the purposes of his Adminis- 
tration. When the representatives of our church gathered 
in Conference with Mr. Hoover and his associates, these rep- 
resentatives expressed it as their unanimous faith that the 
Laymen’s Missionary Movement of our church was the best 
and most efficient channel through which Southern Methodism 
could express herself in this large National cooperation. Ac- 
cepting this responsibility, the Laymen’s Missionary Move- 
ment at once and heartily, and we believe with great efficiency, 
entered upon its new duties and at its own expense, has main- 
tained a representative of the Laymen’s Missionary Move- 
ment, a great Methodist Laymen, General Julian S. Carr, with 
his own assistants in the office of Mr. Hoover, cooperating with 
the administrator most heartily in this National Program. 

According to the request of our new General Secretary, 
we must continue to lay stress upon the Every Member Can- 
vass. The Every Member Canvass adequately prepared and 
efficiently carried out in the church is the solution, and we 
believe the one solution for our financial problems. We most 
respectfully urge that the Missionary Committee put on this 
Canvass. 

The Evangelistic Committee, we trust, will not only co- 
operate in the Revival Campaigns, but realize that the most 
Evangelism must be carried on every day of the Conference 
year by the individual membership of the church. We urge 
therefore that special stress be laid upon the Evangelistic 
Committee. 

In the new conditions that have come upon us by reason 
of the world war, we believe that the Social Service Com- 
mittee should render service not only to the church, but to 
the whole world, and we rejoice that not only in the great 
Food Conservation work, but in all of the great problems 
that come, we have in every church a Social Service Com- 
mittee ready to perform efficient service. 

We call attention especially that it is not only necessary 
now that all assessments be paid in full, but that if the great 
plans of Missions are to be carried out efficiently, and if our 
Missionaries are to be cared for, that we must urge Specials 
as a part of the policy of the Movement. 

We call your attention to the fact that during the year 
1919 that the Centennial Methodism in America will be cele- 
brated and it is earnestly desired that even now, our people 
shall begin to think and to pray for not only the greatest 
Missionary meeting in the history of the church to be held 
during that year, but that there shall be a great outpouring 
of the Spirit of God, such as will mark an epoch in the history 
of the Church. 

All of these problems will demand more at our hands 
than we can accomplish without a large measure of spiritual 
sacrifice and intercessory prayer. Underneath all of our plans 
and our programs must be the great spirit of prayer. 

We endorse the Missionary Policy of the Conference as a 
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great policy worthy of Central Texas Conference, and we 
pledge our fullest co-operation in carrying it out in every 
district and charge. 

We request that this report be printed in the Journal of 
this Conference, and that the Secretary of the Conference 
shall denominate this a Conference Board as provided by Para- 
graph 68 of the Discipline.

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Whereas, There are already enlisted in the army and navy 
of this country probably more than three million American 
men; and 

Whereas, All true citizens of America are now called upon 
to bear bravely their share of the burden of the war in subscrib- 
ing to loans required by the Government, in supporting the 
Red Cross and tne Y. M. C. A., in the conserving of food 
and otherwise; and 

Whereas, The President of the United States, whom we 
especially honor as a Christian Statesman of the highest type, 
has declared that the purpose of this war so far as we are 
concerned is not conquest or military glory but the defense 
and protection of the principles of Liberty in America and in 
the world and the establishment of righteousness as far as 
possible around the globe; Therefore 

Resolved, 1st: That we the members of the Central Texas 

Conference of the Methodist Episcopal Church, South, repre- 
senting a membership of more than eighty thousand, and, in 
this matter, representing we believe many hundred thousand 
of the Christian people of Texas, do hereby pledge our loyal 
support to the President and his administration in the pros- 
ecution of this righteous war to the ultimate end of victory 
for the principles announced, believing thaat the Christian 
spirit justifies and requires the readiness to sacrifice property, 
comfort, health and life, if need be, in such a war for such 
a purpose.

votion to duty whether in office or factory or shop or field, 
by consecration of themselves to the Christian life in the 
earnest following of Him who gave his life for humanity and 
by prayer to Almighty God, who is the God of all nations, to / 

give victory to our arms and to bring us, the American peo- 
ple, out of this war a people more than ever devoted to 
righteousness, justice and liberty, self-sacrificing, brave, honest, 
loving our fellow men, untainted by the spirit of cruelty or 
revenge but stronger in our devotion to freedom and a people 
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whose hearts are filled with the spirit of friendliness for 
humanity and with the fear of God.

cipline by striking out the words “the Sunday League of Am- 
erica” from lines 9 and 10 from the top of the page and insert 
any chartered Sunday organization. 

So that it may read: Ans. 2. To fix the appointments of 

the preachers in the Annual Conferences: provided, he shall 
announce to the open cabinet before the minute question answer- 
ing the appointments of the preachers is officially announced, 
all the appointments made by him except those made during 
the interim of the sessions of an Annual Conference: 

And provided, further, that he shall not allow any preacher 
to remain in the same circuit or station more than four years 
successively (but an unexpired term of six months shall not 
be counted), except the connectional officers, the supernum- 
erary and superannuated preachers, missionaries among the 
Indians, and on foreign stations, or in the employ of the An- 
nual Conference Board of Missions, chaplains to the state- 
prisons and military posts, those preachers that be appointed 
to labor for the special benefit of seamen, for the American 
Bible Society, for any chartered Sunday Organization, for any 
institution having the care of homeless children, etc.

We, the members of the Central Texas Conference, Meth- 
odist Episcopal Church, South, convened in the city of George- 
town, Texas, November 14, 1917, do hereby memorialize and 
pray that you amend Chapter XII of the Discipline of 1914 
by adding another section, viz: Section VI, and that the present 
Section V become Section VI, and that Section IV become Sec- 
tion V and that the new section hereinafter provided become 
Section IV. Let all of Section I, Chapter XIX, beginning on 
page 215 and ending on page 217, be transferred to new Sec- 
tion IV, Chapter XII, and let the words “The Board of Trus- 
tees” be stricken out and let the. words “Board of Conference 
Claimants” be inserted in their place. Then let Section II 
of Chapter XIX become Section I, and a paragraph be added 
as follows: 

Par All bequests, devises and donations to the super- 

annuate cause of a connectional character should be made to 
the Board of Conference Claimants of The Methodist Episcopal 
Church, South, a corporation chartered by the State of 

Then let Section IV, Chapter XII, 

when amended, read as follows: 



SECTION IV. 

of Support of Conference Claimants. 

(New provisions in black type.) 

Par The claim to an adequate support inheres in the 

gospel ministry and rightfully inures to the benefit of thcj 
Methodist preacher in the Methodist Episcopal Church, South, 
when he is. admitted to membership in an annual conference^ 
Such a claim is not invalidated by his being superannuated,! 
and in his death passes to the dependent members of his family. 

Par Superannuated preachers, widows of deceased 

preachers (during their widowhood and while they remain 
members of the Methodist Episcopal Church, South) and their 
dependent minor children, are conference claimants and are 
beneficiaries of the m,oneys hereinafter provided. 

Par. ..... For the purpose of promoting the welfare of and 
to assist in providing an adequate support for the superannu- 
ated preachers, widows and dependent minor children of de- 
ceased itinerant preachers of the Methodist Episcopal Church, 
South, there shall be a general board, known as the Board of 
Conference Claimants, Methodist Episcopal Church, South, and 

shall be located in the city of State of and shall 

be composed of seven preachers and seven laymen and a Cor- 
responding Secretary ex-officio; all to be elected quadrennially 
by the General Conference on nomination of the Bishops; pro- 
vided no two members of the Board shall be members of the! 
same annual conference. They shall elect one of the Bishops 
chairman of the Board and shall elect a treasurer and bond^ 
him in sufficient amount to secure all funds under their control. 
The Board shall incorporate and secure a charter from the 
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State of and may adopt their own by-laws, rules and 

regulations, subject to the approval of the General Conference 
and the articles of Chapter XII, Section IV, of the Discipline. 
The Corresponding Secretary shall reside in the place where 
the Board is located. 

Par The Board shall meet at least annually, and at 

such other times as the board or President and Corresponding 
Secretary shall appoint. Seven shall constitute a quorum at 
any annual meeting, and five at called meetings; provided, that 
no business shall be acted upon at a called meeting' which was 
not named in the call. 

Par The Corresponding Secretary shall be the chief 

executive officer of the Board. Under the provisions of the 
Discipline, the authority, direction and control of the Board, 
he shall conduct the correspondence and business and promote 
the general interest of the Board, by whom his salary shall 
be fixed and paid. 

Par The General Conference does hereby establish a 

permanent endowment fund, for the benefit of superannuated 
preachers and the widows and orphans of deceased preachers 
of the traveling connection, to be known as the Superannuate 
Endownment Fund of the Methodist Episcopal Church, South. 
This fund shall be maintained and enlarged in the manner and 
under the conditions herein prescribed. 

Par All existing funds that have been directed by 

donors, or that may hereafter be secured by wills or bequests 
of deceased persons, together with the funds which by any and 
all other means have been or may be secured, of a connectional 
character, for the benefit of superannuated pnd worn-out 
preachers and the widows and orphans of deceased preachers, 
be and are hereby appointed and set apart for the fund con- 
stituted and described in the preceding paragraph. 

Par The Board of Conference Claimants of the Meth- 

odist Episcopal Church, South, is hereby constituted custodian 
of this fund, and is charged with its conduct under the follow- 
ing conditions and instructions, namely: Moneys derived from 

any and all sources whatsoever shall be invested in good 
interest-bearing securities as soon as practicable after coming 
into the hands of the Board of Conference Claimants. Seventy- 
five per cent of the income of the fund shall be annually dis- 
tributed or the relief of worn-out preachers and widows and 
orphans of deceased preachers, being paid over, on annuity 

basis as set forth in Articles 1, 2 and 3 of Par Section 

IV, Chapter XII, to the Treasurers of the Joint Board of 
Finance of the several Annual Conferences, for distribution 
to the individual claimants, as directed by the Conference. 
The remaining twenty-five per cent shall be added annually to 
the body of the fund until said fund shall amount to the 
sum of $5,000,000, after which the entire amount of net income 
shall be paid out to claimants, through the Treasurers of the 
Joint Boards of Finance, as above mentioned. The Board of 
Conference Claimants shall employ any other and further 
agencies for the increase of the fund, as may seem to them 
desirable, and shall hold said fund, as above provided, forever 
intact, and shall appropriate the income in no other way than 
that provided above, and in payment of the necessary expenses 
incurred in the carrying out of the plan herein set forth. 

Par To further provide for the enlargement of this 
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fund, and to defray expense incident thereto, an assessment 
shall be made on all Annual Conferences of a sum not less 
than one per cent of the amount paid for ministerial support. 
Collections on this assessment shall be reported to the Annual 
Conference by the preacher in charge, and paid to the Treas- 
urer of the Joint Board of Finance, who shall forward same 
to the Treasurer of the Board of Conference Claimants at 



Par The basis for annuity distributions when made 

to the Conference Claimants by the Board of Conference Claim- 
ants or the Annual Conferences, shall be made according to 
the following regulations: 

Art. 1. The Annuity claim, of any retired minister shall not 
be less than one-seventieth (1-70) of the average salary of the 
effective members of his Conference who are preachers iro 
charge or presiding elders, multiplied by the number of years 
of his effective service, including the two years on trial. 

Art. 2. The Annuity claim of a widow shall be determined 
by the number of years during which she was the wife of a 
preacher while he was in the effective relation as a member 
of an Annual Conference, and shall be three-fourths of the 
annuity claim of a superannuated preacher for such term of 
years. 

Art. 3. The term of a father’s effective service shall deter- 
mine the annuity claim of his child, which shall be one-fifth 
of the claim of a superannuated preacher of such term. 

Par The claims of Conference claimants set forth in 

the preceding paragraph shall not be construed as a basis for 
legal action; nevertheless, such claims are reasonable and 
clearly within the law contemplating an adequate support, and 
the Board of Conference Claimants and the Annual Confer- 
ences are hereby authorized to employ any means consistent 
with the provisions of Section IV, Chapter XII, and the pre- 
rogatives of Annual Conferences, to pay such claims in full. 

Par , Art. 1. Conference Anniversary. — Each Annual 

Conference shall hold one service during its session, to be 
known as Conference Claimants’ Anniversary, for the pro- 
motion of the interest of Conference claimants. 

Art. 2. Veteran Preacher’s Day. — Each congregation shall 
observe annually one Sunday as Conference Claimants’ Day. 
The third Sunday in May shall be so observed, unless another 
day is substituted by the Annual Conference, and shall be 
known as Veteran Preachers’ Day. 

Par The Joint Boards of Finance of the several An- 

nual Conferences may co-operate with the Board of Conference 
Claimants and the Corresponding Secretary, in their plans for 
the enlargement of the Superannuate Endowment Fund, and 
shall in each Conference promote and facilitate the collections 
for the fund under the general direction of the Board of Con- 
ference Claimants. 

Par Annual Conferences are authorized to establish 

and maintain investment funds, Preachers’ Aid Societies and 
organizations and funds of similar character, under such names, 
plans, rules and regulations as they may determine, the incoro,e 
from which shall be applied for the support of Conference 
Claimants. It is recommended that each Annual Conference 
provide an incorporated board to administer its permanent 
funds, or deposit them in trust with the Board of Conference 
Claimants, which shall invest same in good interest-bearing 
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securities and pay interest annually to the Conference making 
such deposits. 

Par The Joint Board of Finance of each Annual Con- 

ference shall report to the Board of Conference Claimants 
annually the name, dates of admission on trial and into full 
connection, number of years in the traveling connection and 
date of superannuation of each superannuated preacher, in 
eluding those superannuated at current session, and a similar 
report for each husband and father whose term of service forms 
a basis for the claim of a widow or orphan. Upon such reports 
shall appropriations be made for the following year
